P ittsburgh , P a, J uly 14.—When the con- 
presslonal committee ol inv estigation resumed 
its inquiries into the recent labor riots of 
Homestead, about fifty persons were present, 
Including Frick and Weihe, O'Donnell, Carney 
and other members of the Amalgamated asso­ 
ciation. 
Mr. Frick was again called up and Mr. Boat- 
ner opened the examination. Frick said the 
arms were consigned to the Union Supply Co. 
and by it deliv ered to Capt Rogers, of the 
steamer Little Bill. His arrangements to ob­ 
tain Pinkerton men were completed J uly 1. 
So 
far as he knew there was no letter from Pinker­ 
ton accepting the offer contained in the letter 
ofJ une2.N The negotiations were carried on 
by him, the New York agent and the Philadel­ 
phia agent 
"Did yon hav e anything to do with furnish­ 
ing the arms? " asked Mr. Boatner. 
“ I am not sure,” replied the witness. 
“ I may 
hav e had, but I cannot say. 
I may hav e and 
likely did hav e with our New York agent, Mr. 
Schoonmaker. “ 
“ But you should know. 
Did you or did not? ” 
“ Well, I hav e answered that question.” 
Mr. Boatner thought not and upon appealing 
to the chair Mr. Oates said the witness could 
answer more specifically. 
Mr. Frick then said he thoi^ht he had. 
Mr. Boatner then tried to get the witness to 
answer directly whether his firm had adv ised 
Pinkerton that arms would be needed, but all 
Frick would say was that he believ ed he had. 
Mr. Boatner asked: 
‘Tn the employment of 
these men is it stipulated that they were to be 
armed V’ 
“ No, air, I think n ot” 
“ Well, that is all,” said Mr. Boatner. 
“ He 
has ev aded this question all through.” 
At Chairman Oates’ request the witness again 
made an explanation of the sliding scale. He 
also submitted to the committee a copy of the 
agreement the company had with the gov ern­ 
m ent He said the prices paid for similar work 
at Homestead were higher than any other place 
—at least 4 per cent higher than paid in east­ 
ern mills. 
“ Did you join in the request for troops? '* 
“ No, I did not till Sunday night, when I wired 
the gov ernor that I believ ed the troops were 
necessary. This was unknown to the sheriff.” 
Mr. Boatner asked if the table made of the 
amount paid the men was for themselv es, and 
when Mr. Frick said “ Yes, sir,” Mr. Boatner 
said: 
“ Well, those are the highest wages I 
ev er heard of “ 
Witness said the Introduction of improv ed 
machinery would increase the cost of produc­ 
tion 15 per cent and that the me« worked about 
270 days in the year. 
Capt. Rogers was then called and asked about 
the arrangement made with him by Mr. Frick 
to take the barges to Homestead. Capt Rogers 
said he met Deputy Sheriff Gray at Dav is Isl­ 
and dam, yrho said he was to accompany the 
party officially. 
The witness then detailed the 
story of the fighting and said lhat the first shot 
was fired by the strikers. 
Sheriff McCleary was next sworn and testi­ 
fied that counsel for the Carnegies had notified 
him a week before the men went out that there 
would be trouble and that they had arranged to 
send 300 men to Homestead and they wanted 
them to be deputized. He was notified on the 
Fourth of J uly that he must protect their 
property. On Tuesday he sent twelv e deputies 
to the works and they were driv en away. 
His 
efforts to secure a posse were detailed at 
length. 
He was notified the night the Pinker­ 
tons went up and tried to persuade them not to 
go as be feared trouble. He was finally Induced 
to send Col. Gray along to try and prev ent 
trouble. Sheriff McCleary said the people 
would not serv e on his posse because they were 
afraid of being killed. This statement caused 
a general laugh and Mr. Boatner said the war 
feeling was not strong here. The sheriff said he 
had not authorized Col. Gray to deputize the 
Pinkertons. He did not go to Homestead the 
day of the trouble because it was useless. 
President Weyhe, of the Amalgamated asso­ 
ciation, was the first witness sworn for the iron 
workers. He also explained the working of the 
sliding scale of *89, and then pointed out the ob­ 
jectionable features of the new scale, as pre­ 
pared by the firm. 
The men objected because 
they could not stand the reduction In wages 
(av eraging about 18 per cent.), and they did not 
want the year to expire In J anuary. Other ob­ 
jections were that in some jobs the men were 
reduced before they reached the scale. Men 
were taken out by the new scale, and other men 
were asked to do the extra work without pay. 
Allowances are 
always made for improv e­ 
ments, and where jobs are done away with, 
no objection is made. 'Witness then told of the 
conferences with 
Mr. Frick, stating that 
the firm had set a date, after which no confer­ 
ences could be had. The Amalgamated associ­ 
ation has 2i,000 members; the objects of the 
association are to obtain remuneration, and see 
that no adv antage is taken. 
Mr. Taylor—Why do the workmen think 
they are justified In taking possession of the 
mlli? 
“ I do not think there are any in the associa­ 
tion who do. I think the men would hav e pro­ 
tected the mills.” 
“ Are you willing that the state or congress 
shall pass an arbitration bill to settle all ques­ 
tions of this character? ” 
“ I cannot answer for the association. The 
history of most arbitrations, I would say, are 
against the workmen.” 
Congressman 
Boatner-Organized 
capital 
claims the right to operate the mills under the 
law. Organized labor, as I understand it, 
claims the right to prev ent them from exercis­ 
ing tyranny. Now, could there be any v alid 
objection to a tribunal which shall arbitrate? 
“ I believ e it will come to that.” 
“ Is it adv isable to establish compulsory arbi­ 
tration? ” 
“ I do not know whether compulsory arbitra­ 
tion would be successful. The state trades 
unions hav e a v oluntary tribunal, but it has not 
worked. The trouble in establishing wages is 
that the firms will not show up what the exact 
cost of production is. If there were no mini­ 
mum when the market came to be slow the big 
firms could go into the markets at cut rates.” 
“ The firm concedes the justice of a mini­ 
mum,” Interrupted P. C. Knox, of Knox & 
Reed, attorneys for Carnegie. 
Hugh O'Donnell, leader of the Homestead 
W’orkmcn, was then sworn and said he was a 
member of the Amalgamated association and 
also of the adv isory board. He did not know 
ev en the approximate cost of producing iron. 
He said that no new improv ements had been 
made In the 119 inch mill since it was built 
“ What mov es were made, by the men when 
they quit work? ” 
“ A mass meeting was held at which most of 


There was one rifle shot followed by a v olley. 
I am sure the crowd near the water had nc 
guns.” 
“ Who flred the first shot? ”

“ Do you know anything of the attempt to fire

opposed to Pinkertons? ” 
* I t may hav e been in this case due to the fact 
that fiv e men had been shot dead and many 
others wounded. They looked upon Pinker­ 
tons as armed inv aders and an allies of the 
capitalists. Also that If the Pinkertons got 
ptMssession that they would aid ^ e firm in 
bringing In non-union men. ”
